There are times when the nursing profession 
ears so much of Florence Nightingale in the 
rong way that nurses of the younger generation 
egin to feel that she was but a mixed blessing; 
n the other hand, when we hear of her as we do 
om Lord Elton, young and old alike realise that 
1 the story of her accomplishments there is an 
ispiration capable of carrying the nursing 
rofession through the ages. 


Lord Elton, summing up her greatness, speaks 
f. three Florence Nightingales: the ruthless, 
ipremely efficient organiser, who stood up to 
1ose in charge in the Crimea and would not allow 
ie efficiency of her work to be hampered by the 
‘d tape or the incompetence of others; the kindly 
oman, gentle and compassionate, who loved 
ursing for nursing’s sake; and, lastly, the fragile 
voman devoured by the idea of becoming a nurse 


We members of the nursing profession will certainly 
echo his words that we can “ reckon the countet 
parts of all three among our friends and relations 
who are nursing to-day."” Must we also agree with 
him that it is rare indeed to find all thre« 
characteristics combined in one person ?

well-balanced combination is 
seldom to be found. And yet that is what w 
want and what each one of us should aim at. Is 
it not just a lack of this balance which spoils the 
work of some of those we can all remembet 

There is the ward sister who is herself the acme 
of efficiency and runs her ward like clockwork, 
but neither her patients nor her staff are happy 
The womanliness is missing and, as a result, all 
around her find a coldness, a machine-like 
precision, which scars the heart even while hands 
may efficiently heal the ills that flesh is heir to 


Certainly such a 


Again, there is the woman, gentle and kindly, o1 
the woman possessed with the sense of vocation, 
anxious to help but quite incapable of doing so 
in any sort of adequate manner, because of the 
lack of that efficiency which makes the good nurs« 
It is these women who so often enter the pro 
fession, but fail to qualify, and leave it full of 
bitterness because they are unable to see that the 
vocation without a certain measure of 
efficiency cannot produce a satisfactory nurse

sense of 


Yet there are many women with a capacity for 
all these virtues, and they are entering the 
profession to-day. Those of us who are already in 
the profession should see to it that the training 
which we offer cultivates not one but all of thes: 
three facets of the nurse’s personality. We must 
produce nurses who can organise efficiently th 
care of one patient, of 30 patients, of 300 patients 
or more, who will fight for the welfare of thei 
patients and of the profession. We need these 
women during the war and shall need them more 
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than ever after it is over—women with vision, with 
an indomitable courage and will to fight for the 
establishment of the nursing profession in the 
position it deserves as “an essential national 
service,”’ which it has only partially gained during 
the 85 vears since Florence Nightingale went to 
the Crimea. 

But we must also produce nurses in whom the 
spirit of kindly, gentle womanliness is fostered 
We must see to it that in striving after efficiency 
we do not extinguish the interest and love of the 
woman for humanity—an interest which the 
courage, the need and the gratitude of the patient 
in illness will normally stimulate and increas« 
It-can easily be injured by unreasoning harshness 
and injustice, or strained by constantly taking too 
great an advantage of the spirit of kindly service 
Such a tragedy we must avoid if we are to cultivate 
these three facets of the personality, which in 
perfect balance alone can produce the nurse we 
should all like to be

the wounded to the bases. Field dressing stations 
to-day are mobile units which follow the troops 
into action, generating their own light and carry- 
ing huge reserves of dressings, antiseptics and 
inoculation materials, as well as portable oper- 
ating equipment. In the hospital trains the long 
cars have been transformed into wards with 
double rows of beds between which an aisle leads, 
allowing doctors and nurses easy access to each 
patient to give food or treatment. 


America’s Help 


A SPLENDID offer of help for British and French 
sick and wounded has come from America. It 
will benefit not only our fighting forces, but also 
civilian casualties. As a beginning it is hoped to 
raise £100,000 and the fund will begin by assisting 
the American Hospital of Paris at Neuilly which 
treated 120,000 soldiers in the Great War.

© outstanding advances in neurological 
therapeutics have been made during the 
past 12 months. It can be said, however, 
t the year has seen a certain consolidation of 
nion with regard to the scope and efficacy of 
ious new preparations. That is to say some 
edies which had been introduced tentatively 
hin the last few years, have proved their 
fulness. In illustration can be quoted the use 
oestrin in menopausal states; femergin in 
graine ; prostigmin in myasthenia gravis ; quinine 
myotonia. The efficacy of some other remedies 
1ains still a matter of opinion, as, for instance, 
use of vitamin B, in polyneuritis. Finally a 
deal of dead wood has been cleared and 
tain of the therapeutic claims of a few years 
k have by now proved to be disappointing, and 
some cases valueless. Within this category 
ong such instances as the ketogenic diet; the 
vdration régime; and injections of snake- 
nom. All these have by now been given a fairly 
tensive trial in cases of epilepsy, and on the 
ole it can be fairly said that most neurologists 
been so unimpressed by the results as largely 
ibandon these therapeutic gestures. 


Epilepsy 

[.pilepsy is always a particularly unsatisfactory 
order for the evaluation of new remedies. The 
incidence is typically irregular, capricious and 
predictable. Every medical man has had the 
perience of severe and intractable cases, in which 
ily fits persist despite full doses of bromide or 
nobarbital, for example. The mere fact of 
nitting such a patient to hospital for the purpose 
investigation often suffices to interrupt the 
le of attacks and the patient may thereby 
ome temporarily free from fits, although taking 
thing stronger in the way of a sedative. Then 
iin, it is a common experience that epileptic 
jects usually react favourably for a time to any 
sh line of treatment, whether it be medicinal, 
tetic, or surgical. This experience means that 
longed trials of a new remedy are necessary 
fore one can judge if a genuinely useful measure 
s been found.

be considered. Since the original re port upon its 
use by H. H. Merritt and T. J. Putnam, this 
drug—known in the United States under the 
proprietary name of dilantin and in Great Britain 
epanutin—has been fairly extensively tested. It 
can be said without fear of contradiction that its 
action as an anti-convulsant is a powerful one, 
having a greater effect upon major seizures than 
upon minor. In this respect it resembles both 
bromides and phenobarbital. Its special sphere 
of usefulness would appear to lie in those cases of 
epilepsy in which phenobarbital is ineffectual o1 
in which it produces untoward mental or physical 
symptoms. There is no reason why phenobarbital 
and epanutin should not be employed in associa 
tion, and indeed it would be unwise suddenly and 
completely to substitute the former drug for the 
latter in a given patient 


Gratifying Results 


RK. Coope (1939), reporting on a small series of 
cases of epilepsy treated with this drug, found 
gratifying results. Not only did the fits respond 
better than to borax, bromide and luminal, but 
the patients’ mental state and feelings of well 
being were more satisfactory. One of the most 
striking cases of improvement has recently been 
recorded by D. Williams (1939). 

A woman, «ged 33, suffering from epilepsy, had 
actually sustained a fit of some sort every night of her 
lite with one solitary exception. Major fits latterly 
averaged about five a week, while minor turns might 
amount to as many as 200 in a week A variety of 
remedies had been employed—bromides; luminal 
up to 11 grains a day; prominal, up to 6 grains a day 
gardenal, 7 grains a day No remission had ever 
followed the institution of a new line of treatment 
The patient was given one capsule (I$ grains) of 
epanutin thrice daily rhe fits fell to one major and 
seven minors in the first month, and she was more 
alert and active. During the next menstrual period 
(the first since a confinement seven months before 
she had one major fit and up to 12 minor attacks on 
nine consecutive nights. During the rest of the month 
she had seven Major attac ks only The dose was then 
increased to 5 capsules daily During the last month 
she had only two slight turns, notwithstanding a 
menstrual period and domestic upsets. She declared 
she felt better than she had ever done since she was 
born. No toxic effects were observed 
Epanutin is usually prescribed in this country 

in the form of capsules each containing 1} grains. 
The usual dosage is one capsule twice or three times 
daily, but rather larger doses are possible. Great 
caution is necessary, however, because the thera- 
peutic and the toxic dosages are not very different 
This indeed is one of the major drawbacks, fo 
unpleasant side-effects may develop in patients 
who have been taking only a little more than the 
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average pharmacological dosage. On this account, 
special caution is needed in prescribing this drug 
to children and to the aged, to debilitated subjects, 
or to persons of poor physique. 


Danger Signals 


The toxic symptoms are rather diverse in type. 
Chief among them are the following :—(1) General 
vague feelings of physical malaise. This rather 
indefinite state may be coupled with sensations of 
nausea. (2) Fever. (3) Skin rashes of various 
kinds. They may resemble the manifestations of 
German measles, especially when the post-cervical 
lymph glands are enlarged. Fever may be 
ciated with these cutaneous eruptions. (4) Physical 
manifestations, more often obvious to others rather 
than to the patient. Most characteristic of these 
changes is the development of a state of truculenc« 
or aggressiveness which may amount to a veritable 


asSsO- 


bellicosity. (5) Neurological features such as 
ptosis, nystagmus, slurred, dysarthric speech, 
intention tremor, ataxia of the legs. This cer 


bellar syndrome closely resembles the inebriety 
of alcoholism and more especially phenobarbital 
over-dosage. (6) Hypertrophic gingivitis; this 
peculiar complication was first recorded by O. P. 
Kimball (1939), who noted it in 68 out of 119 
patients. Soreness of the mouth had often caused 
complaint earlier in the course of the treatment, 
but had later disappeared. Each patient in this 
series with hyperplastic gums also showed a lowered 
reading of ascorbic acid in the blood serum. Other 
features of vitamin C deficiency were not seen. 

Some of these toxic manifestations, and par- 
ticularly the fever and the eruptions, recall the 
symptoms of nirvanol over-dosage. This fact is 
not surprising when the close relationship between 
these two preparations is recalled, nirvanol being 
actually phenyl-ethyl-hydantoin. 

It is too early to assess the utility of this drug 
in epilepsy. At the time of writing it can only be 
stated that epanutin will probably prove helpful 
in some cases of epilepsy; that it shows no promise 
of surpassing or even equalling phenobarbital; 
and that it is a dangerous remedy which requires 
particular circumspection in its use. 


Use in Post-Encephalitic States 


The “‘ Bulgarian ”’ treatment of post-encephalitic 
states has been employed in Italy and also other 
parts of the Continent for the past few years. It 
consists in the use of a tincture prepared from a 
Bulgarian root of the solanaceae group, which is 
said to consist mainly of belladonna, though some 
writers prefer to ascribe its merits to alkaloids 
other than atropine, or to some virtues inherent 
in the soil or climate of the Balkans. Commenting 
upon this treatment, I was inclined to the view 
that the treatment was of value mainly, if not 
solely, by reason of its atropine and hyoscyamine 
content; it was felt that further controlled work 
was advisable to compare the action of this 
preparation with other forms of atropine therapy 
(Critchley, 1938). 
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Since that date, the Bulgarian tincture « 
belladonna has been placed upon the open mark: 
under the proprietary title of ‘““ Homburg 680 
and its indications are said to include not only post 
encephalitic states, but also other extrapyramid 
affections, e.g., Huntington’s chorea. It i 
suggested that during the treatment the diet shoul 
be mainly lacto-vegetarian in character, an 


alcohol in every form, coffee, and nicotine a1 
strictly forbidden. (It is not clear why alcolhy 
should be frowned upon, since the Bulgaria 


belladonna was originally made up with a tinctu 
of white wine. According to Voller, 
indications include the acute or convalesce! 
stages of encephalitis, active tuberculosis, hepat 
disease, epilepsy, diabetes, prostatic enlargement

Clinical Results Compared 


Two recent papers from workers in this count: 
may be quoted, as they have both attempted t 
compare the effect of the Bulgarian preparatio: 
with other recognised therapeutic measures. Thi 
Alcock and Carmichael were able to compare th 
results of stramonium, English belladonna, an 
trasentin, with Bulgarian belladonna. Th 
employed clinical as well as graphic methods i 
evaluating preparations. Although thei 
series of cases was unduly small, numbering onl 
five, they were able to conclude that there was not 
any advantage in using Bulgarian in preferenc 
to the English belladonna, nor was there any 
appreciable difference between belladonna giver 
as a decoction and belladonna given as the standar« 
B.P. tincture. In four of the cases, preparations 
of stramonium were at effective a 
preparations of belladonna. 

Hill’s report concerned a series of 14 patient 
treated first with the Bulgarian decoction, an 
later with a preparation of English belladonna 
made up with white wine, and afterwards with the 
English belladonna in an acid-alcohol medium 
It seemed clear that Bulgarian belladonna had no 
specific therapeutic properties not contained i 
the English equivalent.

Florence Nightingale’ 


SUPPOSE to-day there must be tens of thou- 
sands of households in which, as in mine, some 
woman is doing war nursing—and probably 

some girl is wishing she were old enough to begin. 
Nursing we all realise now, even if we did not 
(as we ought to have) in peace-time, is the most 
womanly of all professions and at the same 
time proof that women can be as tough as men, 
and are, too, (in the English and not the American 
sense). But why is nursing what it is to-day ? 
The answer is — Florence Nightingale. 


The Founder of Modern Nursing 


Florence Nightingale, the Lady with the Lamp, 
created the profession of nursing. It would not 
be too much to say that she created the Army 
Medical Service. Nowadays there is nothing—except 
perhaps her parents—to prevent any girl, whowants 
to, from taking up nursing, but then such an idea 
was unheard of, almost unmentionable. For one 
thing, there were no careers for girls in the 1840's, 
and when Florence Nightingale was young the 
profession of nursing (as, thanks to Florence 
Nightingale, we now call it) was not a profession 
at all. A “ nurse’’ in those days meant a coarse, 
ignorant, dirty, drunken old woman; it meant 
Dickens’ Sairey Gamp, in fact. Hospital nurses 
were notorious for immorality, drunkenness and 
incompetence. No wonder her parents, already 
horrified at their Florence wanting a career of her 
own, were doubly and trebly horrified at the 
notion of her becoming a nurse. And so, when 
Florence petitioned to be allowed to work for 
several months in Salisbury Hospital, or talked 
about setting up a sort of nursing sisterhood, her 
plans were brushed aside by her family as 
ridiculous girlish fancies. 


Her All-Mastering Vocation 


But almost from the cradle Florence Nightingale 
had been possessed by what can only be called a 
vocation—a devouring, all-mastering vocation. 
““ Vocation ”’ is the word—not “ ambition.’’ And 
“ possessed ” is the word, too. There were times 
when the daemonic energy which drove her on 
seemed almost like some terrific force outside 
and beyond her, which was using her frail body 
as an instrument. This complete vocation, so 
distinct from ambition, is probably commoner 
in women than in men. In normal times most 
women devote it to their homes, but occasionally 
there comes a Joan of Arc, a Queen Elizabeth,

a Florence Nightingale, to give to an idea t! 
concentrated devotion of a lifetime. 

From her earliest childhood Florence Nightinga 
seems to have known that she wanted to be 
nurse. When her sister tore dolls to pieces, sh 
sewed them upagain. She visited the sick in neig] 
bouring cottages, and dreamed of turning lh 
father’s large country house into a hospital, wit 
herself as matron. Nothing daunted by tl 
immense obstacles which faced her, she continus 
to scheme, struggle and prepare herself for th 
career which seemed hopelessly beyond h: 
reach. Outwardly she was a charming girl iy 
high society. In secret she pored over pamphlet 
and bluebooks on medicine, and devoured th 
histories of hospitals and homes. 


Marriage or a Career 


That was remarkable enough; that devotion 
an apparently hopeless cause. But somethir 
more remarkable was to follow. She fell in lov: 
She could have made a happy marriage—an 
she deliberately crushed down her instincts an 
turned away. This would have been remarkab! 
enough if she had been sacrificing her profoundes 
natural instincts to a successful career alread 
embarked on. But the career might never com 
at all—-for all she knew. Or did she know? Wa 
she prompted already by that inner foreknow 
ledge, which one finds so often in those who hav 
achieved ? She had no conscious preknowledg 
I think, like Nelson’s “ second sight of glory 
She wrote in her diary, “In my thirty-first yea 
I see nothing desirable but death.”’ But sul 
consciously, half-consciously, she may have ha 
an inkling that all her self-preparation was not t 
be for nothing. It took three more years for h« 
family to yield. When she was thirty-four the 
allowed her to become superintendent of 
nursing home in Harley Street. 


The Hour and the Woman 


She had only been there a year when thr 


Crimean War broke out. And it was not very 


long after war had broken out before the shocking 


the unbelievable conditions of our militar 


hospitals behind the front became known to th 
British public. Florence Nightingale’s hour ha 
struck—precisely at the right moment. Sh 


reached Scutari, our base hospital, on Novembe: 
4, 1854, 10 days after the battle of Balaclava 


and the charge of the Light Brigade. 

At Scutari she found—horror. There is alway 
some horror, I suppose, in nursing. But ther 
there was endless, needless horror. The medica 
organisation of the British Army had broken down 
Or, to be more accurate, it had not so much broker 
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down as never existed. We were engaged on our 
then familiar practice—which, fortunately, we 
seem at last to have outgrown—of fighting 
one war on the principles of the last ; and the last 
happened to have been the Peninsular War of 
40 years earlier. No one had bothered about 
medical organisation in the Peninsular War, and 
accordingly no one was bothering now. The 
wounded who survived the appalling hardships 
of the passage across the Black Sea found a vast, 
indescribably filthy Turkish barrack, foul with the 
stench of the sewers over which it was built, and 
swarming with vermin—I have been a prisoner of 
war in a barracks like that myself, and I have seen 
a high wall almost solid with bugs. Unventilated, 
unwashed, this appalling building was wholly 
destitute of furniture, basins, towels, candlesticks, 
soap, knives, forks or spoons. Think’ of that, 
patients of to-day who are inclined to grumble— 
if there are any patients who grumble. As to 
beds, fuel, stretchers, splints, bandages, drugs 

all were either totally lacking or grossly deficient. 
Think of that, nurses of to-day who get “ carpeted’”’ 
if one thermometer is broken. The little band of 
elderly and incompetent officers in charge of this 
interno had mostly given up hope. 

Miss Nightingale did not give up hope. She 
had found her vocation. She was going to clear 
up the the appalling mess which the 
hidebound traditions of the most masculine of all 
professions, the Army, had made of the most 
womanly of all professions, nursing ; and, inci- 
dentally,she was going to clear a path for all the 
nurses who were to come—the nurses of to-day.

A Woman’s Way 


She had been told by the head of the Army 
Medical Board before she left London that no more 
stores were needed, but fortunately she had had 
her suspicions, and she had bought a quantity 
of stuff at Marseilles on her way out. And gradually, 
by gentleness, combined with iron firmness, she 
enforced her will on the incompetent authorities. 
Being a woman made it easier for her. The 
elderly officers would have put and kept a man 
in his place. The arrival of a woman was so foreign 
to all their traditions that, before they had re- 
covered from their embarrassed gobbling and haw- 
hawing, they found themselves almost auto- 
matically doing what she told them. 

Stores which, according to red tape, could not 
even be unpacked without a, Board or Committee 
being summoned for the purpose,she forced them 
to have unpacked at once. They groaned at the 
irregularity, but they obeyed. In private, no 
doubt, there was a chorus of “‘ By Gad! oldman, 
it’s preposterous’; but when Miss Nightingale’s 
stern eye was on them they obeyed. She revolu- 
tionised the food and the hitherto practically non- 
existent laundry. She procured stores of every 
kind. She got beds ready for a new influx of 
wounded on her own authority, when according 
to regulations she ought to have first obtained 
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leave from four separate Government departments 
in London. 

All this was mere organisation and it was indis- 
pensable. But it was not this which earned her 
her famous soubriquet, “ The Lady with the 
Lamp.’ Wherever the suffering in those appalling 
wards was most hopeless, there she was certain 
to appear. Time and time again her calmness and 
confidence saved lives of which the surgeons had 
despaired. The men soon regarded her with an 
almost superstitious reverence. They kissed her 
shadow as she passed with her flickering lamp 
down the vast and gloomy wards. They 
stopped swearing. They began to save their pay. 
She made them attend lectures and classes. There 
was, in fact, an extraordinary combination of 
virtues in her. To the patients she was the 
embodiment of calmness, confidence, gentleness 
and sympathy. To the officials with whom she 
waged her ceaseless struggle she was the embodi- 
ment of something very different, a ruthless and 
indomitable will. Her daemon, her devouring 
vocation, drove her on. She was its instrument, 
ruthless to those who obstructed it, gentleness 
itself to those on whose behalf it was exercised. 


Her Work for Nursing 


She came back to England in July, 1856, world 
famous. And she lived for another 50 years and 
more. But Victorian England had returned to 
its regular peace-time routine. There were no 
special posts for a woman. And so it was from 
her invalid sofa, often seeming at her last gasp, 
that she devoured bluebooks, compelled reluctant 
Governments to appoint commissions, instructed 
the commissions (of which, being a woman, it 
would have been highly improper for her to be 
herself a member) what to report, reorganised 
the Army Medical Service, and the hospitals not 
only in England but all over the world, and even 
persuaded, guided and bullied the Secretary of 
State for War into attempting to reform the Army 
itself. Long before her death she had become a 
legend. And a legend that is likely tolive. Wher 
ever now nursing women bring comfort to the sick 
and suffering, there walks the spirit of Florence 
Nightingale. 


Three Florence Nightingales 


But there are three Florence Nightingales. 
We can reckon the counterparts of all three, 
maybe, among our own friends and relations 
who are nursing to-day. But it is rare indeed to 
find all three combined in one person. There 
is the ruthless, the supremely efficient organiset 
who drove the elderly generals and colonels off 
the field. There is the Lady of the Lamp, moving 
down those appalling wards—womanly, gentle, 
compassionate. And there is the Florence Night- 
ingale who was a fragile instrument devoured by 
an idea, possessed of a vocation. She was the 
Lady with the Lamp. But the real lamp was 
within her.

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that is only too familiar these days, but an 
unusual sight is the ancient bell erected near 
the main entrance. This great bell, 200 years 
old—as old as the “ London ”’ itself—has 
been unearthed for use as a fire alarm, and 
its deep voice is guaranteed to rouse the 
neighbourhood to rapid action. The hospital 
will be warned in good time whatever even- 
tuality occurs, for high up on the top of the 
private patients’ block (which is not in use 
now for patients) is a look-out post where 
someone is on duty day and night It isa 
splendid vantage place, commanding a view 
for miles around 

Indoors there are changes everywhere. 
Ceilings have been reinforced with beams 
and wards and departments have been 


trutted with iron posts. Windows are 
covered with “ Cellophane, ’’ and in addi 
tion have wire screens fitted on the inside 
to prevent broken splinters from coming in Che 


screens are on wooden frames and can be taken down 
for cleaning Black-out curtains are fitted every 
where. All this is enough to give the hospital a most 
unfamiliar air, but in addition there has been such a 


general post’’ of wards, special departments, 
theatres, offices and even of living quarters, that 
any old *“‘ Londoner ’’ might be forgiven for feeling 
slightly confused ! However, as Matron, Miss 
Reynolds (now Sector Matron) savs, ‘ Nothing 
quenches the spirit of the ‘ London!’ ”’ and the staff 


have quickly adapted themselves to the new order 
and, indeed, are justly proud of their many ingenious 
arrangements for coping with possible war-time needs 

Che theatre unit was considered too high up in the 
building for safety, so two gas-proof theatres have 
been improvised on the ground floor, one on either 
side of the main entrance. One of these is in Matron’s 
office. What a transformation scene has taken 
place here! In the outer office, where the office 
sisters used to sit at their desks, there are operating 


tables, trolleys, instruments and the rest Sinks 
have been put in and there is equipment for two 
operating teams to work at the same time. The 


inner sanctum, Matron’s own room, is now the 
surgeon’s room, and beyond is the anaesthetic room 
Adjoining this is a room which serves admirably for 
stock and for storing blood, so the suite of rooms

really makes a very practical theatre unit. The office, 
meanwhile, carries on in temporary quarters in the 
physicians’ and surgeons’ rooms across the way. In 
addition to the two theatres on this floor, the ophthal- 
mic theatre has been taken into general 
theatre. 

The receiving room on the ground floor appears to 
be carrying on as usual. Patients are seen here, and 
either admitted or given a card for a physician or 
surgeon, as the case warrants. In event of an air 
raid, casualties will be brought in here, for this is 
the “‘ sorting ’’ room. From here they will be taken 
to the “evacuation wards,”’ if they need first aid 
treatment, or to one of the admission wards 

The “evacuation wards.’ are the men’s and 
women’s surgical wards on the ground floor. They 
are quite unrecognisable now with their iron struts 
down the middle, little dressing trolleys placed at 
intervals all the way along—and no beds. Patients 
will be brought in on stretchers and placed on the 
floor for quick first-aid treatment. In the hall 
connecting the pair of wards there are great piles of 
splints of all kinds (beautifully padded, the work, of 
course, of the nursing staff) and quantities of sand 
bags. There is also a brave array of oil lamps ready 
for immediate use, their reflectors gleaming brightly, 
so there will be no working in the dark even if the 
current fails. 

Sorting, first aid and operations will take place on 
the ground floor. On the first and second floors, 
wards are prepared to receive casualties, the beds 
folded neatly back with blankets and hot water- 
bottles in place, ready for the reception of patients 
at any moment. (FYiling the bottles is night nurses’ 
work and is done regularly every night.) On each 
bed, slipped under the mattress at about shoulder 
level, the long end folded and tied to the bedside, is a 
piece of rope. In case of fire this rope is quickly 
untied, passed round patient and mattress twice and 
fastened, parcel fashion, to make a neat bundle 
which can be moved fairly easily by two nurses. 
rhe great advantage of this idea is that the patient 
arrives complete with mattress and bedding, and can

rest, warm and comfortable, wherever he have 
to be put for the time. 

On the outbreak of war the ‘‘London”’ was reduced to 
80 patients, and clinics and special departments 
closed; but by the end of the first week patients began 
to seep back and one by one the special departments 
opened up. Now, in spite of the colossal scale of the 
war-time arrangements, civilian needs are being met 
to an amazing degree. There are from 250 to 300 
in-patients, and practically all the clinics are fun 
tioning again. The out-patients’ department deals 
with an average of from 450 to 500 patients daily. 

Practically all the student nurses have been moved 
out to other hospitals in the sector under the Govern 
ment scheme, and there are only about 25 senior 
probationers among the 150 nurses left at the hospital 
They, too, have had to change their ways like the 
hospital. All the nursing staff has moved into the 
Luckes homes (the other nurses’ home have been given 
over to A.R.P. and other temporary workers 
Sick nurses have not their usual quarters, but a very 
cheerful sick bay has been made for them from the 
babies’ ward, which, of course, is not in use for its 
usual purpose at present. Another change is that 
the lay workers’ restaurant is now the dining room 
for the nursing staff, and all meals, including night 
nurses’ meals, are served here. 

Che medical staff have been most kind in arranging 
entertainments during these trying times, and there 
are frequent cinema shows, concerts and so on in the 
library of the medical school. These are much 
appreciated by the many workers, both nursing and 
lay staff, and they are invariably well attended. 

One place seems completely unchanged in the 
hospital—even its position—and that is the famous 
shop. Here literally it is a case of ‘“ business as 
usual,’’ and a tempting array of goods is on display 
In fact, the shop expects to have quite a boom in 
trade this year as a direct result of the black-out !

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First Aid in Spinal Injuries.—I

HE spinal column consists of 33 vertebrae 
which are able to move sufficiently on each 
other to permit normal movements of the 

spine. At the lower end, however, the individual 
bones are fused together, forming the sacrum 
kach vertebra comprises the body, which forms 
the chief support for the individual bones above it 
and a ring of bone, the neural arch, from which 
project the various processes, e.g., the transverse 
and spinous. Plates of cartilage, the interverte 
bral discs, are placed between the bodies of the 
vertebrae to act as buffers and reduce the jolts 
and jars to which the spine is liable. The bones 
are joined together by numerous ligaments and 
powerful muscles which attached to thei 
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Che spinal cord down the vertebral 
column in the bony channel formed by the neural 
arches ; it is thus well protected from many injuries 
Injuries may affect any of the structures forming 
the spine—bones, joints, ligaments or muscles 
>pinal injuries therefore include :—(1) Sprains 
[he ligaments are stretched or torn. (2) Strains. 
The muscles may be torn at their attachments 
(3) Drslocations.—Displacements of the bones 
may occur and are most common in the cervical 
region; complete dislocations are uncommon. 
(4) Fractures.—¥ractures of the spine may occu 
and are of various types. 

Sprains.—These occur as a result of forcible 
flexion or sudden twists and jars. They cause

severe pain at the site of injury with tenderness 
swelling and bruising Che pain is intensified by 
any movement of the spine which tends to stretch 
the injured ligament and even gentle movements 
cause severe pain. A characteristic feature of most 
spinal injuries is rigidity of the muscles at the 
site of injury Owing to spasm 

Strains.—Muscles may be stretched or torn 
as a result of violent action and cause symptoms 
similar to those of an attack of lumbago. The 
pain of a severe strain may be so acute that the 
possibility of a partial fracture can only be 
excluded by X-ray examination 


What to Aim for in First Aid 


Diagnosis.—The primary objects of first 
are to establish a provisional diagnosis and to 
treat the patient for the most serious possibl 
injury which he may have sustained. Although 
the differential diagnosis between sprains, strains 
and partial fractures may be very easy in many 
cases, e€Xamination may involve unnecessary 
exposure of the patient and delay in transport 
lor this reason, if there is the slightest suspicion 
of a fracture, the case must be treated as fora 
fracture pending recovery from 
more accurate obtained 
examination. 
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l‘ractures.—These may be 
tvpe of violence, e.g 1) Direct 
as a severe blow on the back, a fall from a 
on to a projecting surface, or gunshot wounds 
Indirect violence, for instance, when a patient 
alights from a height on to the feet, or takes a 
header into shallow water. Fracture of the spin 
through riding on the top of a bus which 
under too low a bridge supplies a further exampl 
of fracture due to indirect violence. (3) Muscula 
action can cause fracture, but chiefly affects the 
transverse processes of the lumbar vertebra 
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Varieties in Spinal Fractures 


Fractures of the spine are classified as follows 
(1) partial, (2) complete, and (3) fracture-disloca 
tions 

(1) Partial fractures may 
of the vertebrae, i.e a 
the laminae, or (c) the bodies 
due to direct violence 
the 
tenderness 
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vertebrae and often swelling and bruising. Irre- 
gularity in the line of the spinous processes is a 
valuable sign, while crepitus and abnormal 
mobility are often noticed. 

(6) Fracture of the transverse processes occurs 
most often in the lumbar region where the power- 
ful muscles which hold the spine erect are attached. 
Similar symptoms and signs may be present and 
also some rigidity of neighbouring muscles, but 
it is generally impossible to diagnose this fracture 
without an X-ray. Many painful backs sustained 
in sport are probably cases of undiagnosed fracture 
of this type. 

(c) Fracture of the bodies is often due to indirect 
violence and includes compression fractures in 
which the bodies of the vertebrae are crushed like 
carriages telescoped in a railway accident. 

(2) Complete fractures —Complete fractures of 
the spine produce a very different picture and 
are usually associated with such displacement of 
the fragments that the condition is termed a 
fracture-dislocation. In these cases there is great 
danger of severe injury to the spinal cord. 


Structure and Functions of the Spinal Cord 


The spinal cord consists of numerous nerve 
fibres arranged in tracts passing upwards and 
downwards, to and from the brain; the grey 
matter, placed in the centre, is composed largely 
of nerve cells. Nerves are given off at frequent 
intervals and are both motor and sensory. The 
spinal cord can be aptly compared with the 
trunk line of a telephone service to which every 
individual part of the body is a subscriber. Thus 
motor and sensory nerve fibres become the up and 
down lines which are normally connected to 
subscribers’ houses, while the brain and grey 
matter of the spinal cord constitute the exchange 
with its telephonists. 

The chief danger of a fracture-dislocation of the 
spine is, therefore, the possibility of injury to the 
spinal cord, which, if severely damaged, is 
incapable of recovery. 

Fracture-dislocations occur where a relatively 
mobile part of the spine joins an immobile portion, 
e.g., where the thoracic vertebrae join the lumbar, 
in the mid-thoracic region, or where the cervical 
vertebrae join the thoracic. The spinal column 
above the site of injury tends to fall forwards 
after the accident, thus compressing the spinal 
cord. 


Symptoms and Signs of Fracture 


The symptoms and signs must be described 
under three headings: (1) general, (2) local and 
(3) those due to infury to the spinal cord. 


(1) General symptoms and signs.—There is 
severe shock indicated by pallor, a cold clammy 
skin, and a subnormal temperature. The pulse 
is quick and feeble. 

(2) Local symptoms and signs are as follows : 
(a) pain at the site of injury; (6) referred pain, 
occurring round the body along the course of the 
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nerve roots issuing from the site of injury; (c) 
tenderness ; (d) swelling and bruising; (e) deformity, 
which may be marked; (f) the spinous process 
of the fractured vertebra is abnormally prominent 
owing to the falling forward of the column above 
and there is irregularity of the spinous processes; 
(g) unnatural movement and crepitus may be 
present (no attempt, however, should be made 
to discover these signs, owing to the risk of further 
injury to the spinal cord); (4) a zone of hyper- 
aesthesia round the body just above the site of 
fracture. 


Injury to the Cord 


Special symptoms and signs due to injury’to the 
spinal cord will naturally vary according to the 
level at which the spinal cord has been injured 
and the extent of the damage, but as a general 
rule it may be assumed that there will be complete 
paralysis and loss of sensation below the seat 
of injury. Thus injuries in the upper cervical 
region cause rapid. or instantaneous death through 
paralysis of respiration, while lower down, in the 
cervico-thoracic region, respiration may be only 
embarrassed although carried on chiefly by the 
accessory muscles of respiration. Damage to the 
cord in this region may be accompanied by 
ocular signs due to involvement of the sympa 
thetic system while both upper and lower limbs 
will be affected. 

In thoracic and lumbar injuries, the upper limbs 
will escape but there will be paraplegia and the 
abdominal muscles and viscera may be affected 
and cause retention of urine, obstinate constipa 
tion and distension of the abdomen.

Praise for Nursing Auxiliaries 

May I beg a little space to rectify to some extent 
misstatements in the lay press regarding the work 
of the nursing auxiliaries? To quote only one of 
many adverse criticisms I have read, one well known 
Sunday paper stated recently: ‘ Auxiliary nurses 
are sitting down doing nothing on {2 a week, while 
trained nurses who gave up responsible positions at 
the beginning of war are ‘ standing by’ and getting 
precisely nothing for their pains.’ 

As a trained nurse in charge of a first aid post, 
earning less than half my pre-war income, I fully 
realise that life for many of us at the moment is a 
struggle, but two wrongs have never yet made a 
right, and, in fairness to the auxiliary nurses, I 
think it is time someone challenged these misleading 
statements. At my own post I have 11 full-time 
women workers, several of whom gave up their 
regular employment at the outbreak of hostilities, 
in order to be ready to serve. They had prepared 
themselves for months beforehand at evening classes, 
and now, far from “ doing nothing,” they are fully 
occupied in keeping this establishment up to hospital 
standards of cleanliness, constantly practising and 
perfecting themselves in first aid and anti-gas 
technique, and learning new methods of treatment, 
in order to be prepared to deal with any eventuality. 
This is their occupation for 16 hours out of every 24. 

Belittling such people is not going to help the 
cause of the unemployed and underpaid trained 
nurses, and I, for one, should like the public as a 
whole to realise more the activities of these splendid 
examples of our woman power. Seeing is believing, 
and if any College members have not yet made the 
acquaintance of a first aid post, I would gladly show 
them round this one, if they would communicate 
with me to arrange a mutually convenient time.

Break Down the Barriers 

From so many sources one hears of friction and 
difficulties between the nurses of voluntary and 
municipal hospitals evacuated together. Can we 
not instead look at this evacuation as a wonderful 
opportunity for breaking down the barriers between 
the different hospitals ? 

Like Miss Taylor, I have worked for several years 
in both voluntary and municipal hospitals, and I 
know that there is a great deal to be said for both 
types of training. In most cases the voluntary 
hospital nurse gets a more varied experience of 
special nursing procedures, but, on the other hand, 
the municipal nurse often gets a far sounder grownd- 
work in real nursing as her energies are not dissipated 
in constantly changing treatments. Also she scores 
heavily in not having much of her more interesting 
work done by the students. 

Do let us have give and take in these things and 
realise that we can all learn from each other; but 
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this harmony cannot be obtained if the voluntary 
hospital nurses set out with a sense of superiority 
and the municipal nurses put out their prickles and 
get touchy. It rests with the nurses themselves to 
get beyond this petty friction, so degrading to our 
profession, and to bring a spirit of real fellowship 
and mutual help into their work.

The Common Cold 


I should like to add some comments to the article 
on “ The Common Cold ”’ by Mr. Sidney Oldham in 
your issue of October 28. As regards methods for 
prophylaxis of the common cold, the results of some 
extensive and significant experiments were published 
by Dr. J. B. Sherman a year ago (British Medical 
Journal, October 29, 1938). Absence due to colds 
is an upsetting factor in industry, and, as Dr. Sherman 
is medical officer to Messrs. Cadbury’s Works at 
Bournville, this problem presented itself on a large 
scale. Dr. Sherman made tests with four different 
preventive methods, i.e., ultra-violet irradiation, 
vitamins A and D, dissolved vaccine, and entoral 
vaccine. These four methods were tested on 1,062 
persons, whilst control observations were made on 
593 others. 

Practically all methods were valueless except 
ultra-violet irradiation. In this group the average 
annual absence of 106 days per 100 persons was found 
to be reduced to 66 days per 100 persons. The 
amount of annual saving is obvious. To sum up in 
Dr. Sherman’s own words, ‘‘ It was found that the 
only method of real value was ultra-violet irradiation, 
which reduced both the severity and the number of 
colds in patients so treated. The method is cheap and 
easily applicable to large numbers of employees. Its 
use by big industrial concerns would definitely lower 
the tremendous economic losses at present caused by 
the common cold.”

MONG the outstanding’ personalities that 
A emerge from the tragic background of the 
Crimean War are the “‘ Lady with the Lamp,” 

and Soyer, the inventor of the Soyer stove 

Alexis Sover was born in October, 1809, of French 
parents. He showed himself the possessor of remark 
able gifts, and was trained as a chef in the restaurants 
of Paris. In her biography of him, recently pub- 
lished,* Helen Morris presents him as a fantastx 
and versatile figure, an artist, a patron of the theatre, 
an enthusiast for ballet, a boon companion with a 
flair for organisation and a passion for display. He 
appears in the pages of mid-Victorian Punch and 
is the original of Mirbolant, Thackeray’s caricature 
of a French chef, though Mirbolant is not to be 
taken as a portrait and did not reflect Thackeray's 
opinion of Soyer. 

Soyer was upright, loyal, as honest as the day, and 
had the most compassionate heart in the world 
\ dandy, he delighted in conspicuous clothes, in 
buttons that sparkled with gems, in military caps, 
in coats, trousers and waistcoats cut on the cross 

Presiding over the famous 

kitchens of the Reform Club he 
invented a dish which cost £100. 
\t dinners to foreign potentates 
he would produce a meringue 
two and a half feet high, an 
edible ship in full sail, or ducks 
swimming on waves of aspic 
jelly. Soyer’s pickles and sauces 
in bottles of a fantastic bulging 
shape, with two seasonings, 
‘one expressly for ladies and 
the other for gentlemen,”’ at- 
tained a wide popularity. The 
devices invented by him in- 
cluded purses concealed in the 
heels of boots, pantomime illu- 
sions, and, of course, cooking 
utensils, one of which, a tiny 
spirit stove, won for _ itself 
the name “‘ magic stove.” 

In the “‘ hungry forties ’’ the 
wheat crop failed in England 
(the Corn Laws were not repealed 
before 1846) and the potato 
blight in Ireland caused the 
death from starvation of nearly 
a million people, and as many 
more emigrated, Soyer, alive 
to the situation, showed how a 
nourishing and palatable soup 
could be produced at less than a

Soyer set to work at once and in three days -had 
perfected the stove now known as the Soyer stove, 
which, after more than 80 years, is still used in the 
British Army The Soyer stove is recommended for 
outside cooking in ‘‘ Nursing in Time of War’”’ by 
Mitchiner and MacManus, published recently.—Ep. 
A big problem awaited Soyer in the Crimea. 
Common sense had been completely superseded by 
red tape. In military hospitals, for instance, the 
system of diets for patients was written up as “ full, 
half, low or spoon diet.’’  “ Full diet ’’ consisted of 
1 lb. each of meat, bread and potatoes, 2 pints of 
tea and $ pint of porter, “ half ’’ was the half of this, 
“low diet ’’ was the half again of that, while ‘‘ spoon 
diet ’’ consisted of 1 lb. of bread and 2 pints of tea. 
Miss Nightingale herself showed 
Barrack Hospital where the only 
cooking that had been left when the 
it was 13 large coppers of which only eight were 
usable and these in a terrible state.

Che Soyer stove saved digestions and lives by the 
thousand; invisible and smokeless, it could be used 
in the trenches. A marvellous change was effected 
im the dietary. Soyer was cheered by the sick men 
as he passed between the miles of beds or rode from 
hospital to hospital on his mountain pony 

He returned to England covered with honour and 
glory. He continued to work for food reform in the 
Army although his health had been undermined 
in the Crimea In the summer of 1857 he had a 
nasty accident while out riding from which he never 
really recovered, for he diedin August of the next year 

His death,”’ wrote Miss Nightingale, “ is a great 
disaster. Others have studied cookery for the 
purposes of gormandising, some for show, but 
but he for the purpose of cooking large quantities 
of food in the most nutritious manner for great 
numbers of men. He has no successor.

N this article | am going to give vou three exercises 
for the trunk muscles. The first is primarily for 
the muscles in the dorsal spine 
I VEVCIUSE ] 
your body straight, 
together and your ankles stretched 
© that your forearms are resting on the floor in line 
with your head; loosely clench your fists, so that the 
little finger side is down on the floor, and rest your 
forehead on the thumb side of your fists 
Count 1, raise the upper dorsal region of your spine 
from the floor, bending your head and neck 
slightly backwards. Keep your fists still against 
your forehead and elbows out to the sides. 
Count 2, lower your body to the floor again. Count 3 
repeat count 1. Count 4, repeat count 2. Count 5 
repeat count 1. Count 6, 7, hold the raised position 
Count 8, lower to the floor 

In the exercise your whole spine is stretched, and 
you also get a backward bending in the upper dorsal 
region. Keep the movement small so that the arch 
in the lumbar region is not increased. Throughout 
the exercise the position of your feet, legs, and hips 
must not change, but must remain on the floor in the 
position in which you started. When practising this 
exercise count smoothly and rhythmically aloud to 
yourself. This will counteract a tendency to hold 
the breath which is frequently noticeable in exercises 
of this type. Repeat the exercise 
times and then rest 
-xercises like this increase the 
mobility of the spine:and help 
the correct development of the 
lorsal muscles—so very import 
ant for the maintenance of 
posture.

The third exercise is chiefly for the muscles down 
the sides of your body, which we call “ lateral trunk 
muscles."’ In my second article you may remember 
that I gave you a trunk exercise which was a bending 
and stretching exercise for the muscles on the sides 
of the body. The following one, however, is of a 
different type; it is a “ trunk twisting exercise.” 

Exercise 3.—Sit on the floor with your knees bent 
and together, your feet flat on the floor and together, 
vour back straight and your head held erect. Your 
left hand should rest lightly on your left knee, whilst 
the wrist of your right is lightly fixed between your 
knees with the palm facing your left knee. During 
the exercise remain sitting in the same place, and do 
not let your feet move. 

Count 1, twist your body as far as possible round to 
the left, at the same time swinging your left arm 
round, with the palm of your hand turned so that the 
littie finger edge is down and the thumb uppermost. 
Point, with straight fingers, to a spot about half-way 
up the wall behind you. Turn your head also, so 
that you can look straight along your arm to the spot 
where your fingers are pointing. Count 2, turn your 
body and head forward again, swing your left arm 
forward, and let your left hand clap against your 
right (which remains fixed between your knees). 
Count 3, repeat count 1. Count 4, repeat count 2, 
Count 5, repeat count 1. Count 6, repeat count 

Without any pause, quickly change your hands so 
that the left is fixed between your knees, and repeat 
the exercise, this time turning the head and body to 
the right, and swinging the right arm. When you 
twist round be careful not to lean forward so that your 
chest becomes much nearer to your knees than when 
you started, but lean slightly towards the wall to 
which vour arm is pointing. Keep whichever arm 
swings quite straight after each clap, and swing as 
vigorously as possible in order to help increase the 
trunk twisting each time. The counting for this must 
be continuous, and each the body exercised 
equally. 

[lrunk exercises such as I have described in this 
article play a very important part in the Swedish 
gymnastic table. After these come jumps and vault- 
ing, which complete the general part of the table, and 
they, in turn, are followed by final or calming 
exercises. In the next article I shall describe one or 
two modified jumps, and also a calming exercise.
